CROP PROSPECTS. 


Wliat the BuUetiu Issued July 7 Has 
to Say. 


The crop bulletin issued by the 
Missouri section, climate and crop 
service, 
weather bureau, 
for the 
week ending July 4th, says: 
The temperature during the week 
averaged slightly above the normal 
in all sections and in many of the 
northern counties the rainfall was 
also in excess of the seasonal aver­ 
age, the total for the week ranging 
from I to 3 inches, except in a few 
localities 
where 
it 
exceeded 
3 
inches. 
In the southern sections 
anS over the greater portion of the 
central section, however, the rain­ 
fall was very light. 
In many of the 
northern counties haying and har­ 
vest were considerably retarded by 
showers during the latter part of 
the week, but elsewhere farm work 
progressed finely. 
Wheat IS about all cut and stack­ 
ing and thrashing is in progress in 
all sections. 
Oat harvest is about 
completed, except in the northern 
counties, and the crop, as a whole, 
will be much below the average, 
owing to damage by rust. 
The weather during the week was 
favorable for the corn crop, except 
in a few of the western and south­ 
ern counties, where it is badly in 
need of rain, and in many counties 
the bulk of the crop has been laid 
by. 
Some fields are now in the 
< (roasting ear" stage. 
Upland corn 
is generally in good condition, but 
in many places that on bottoms is 
verv poor. 
Cotton is generally doing well and 
tobacco is reported in good condi­ 
tion. 
Haying has progressed favorably, 
except in 
some of 
the 
northern 
counties, 
and the crop is generally 
good. 
Flax is 
also a good crop 
and is being harvested. 
In some 
of the western counties pastures are 
needing rain. 
Apples, in many counties, will be 
a light crop. 


WALL STREET SOPHISTRY. 
Wall street circulars 
are going 
out to 
the 
west and south these 
days “ as thick as leaves in Vallam- 
brosa," says the St. 
Louis Post- 
Dispatch. 
They are largely freight­ 
ed with vituperation and misrepre­ 
sentation. 
A recent sheet of this 
kind issued from a New York bro­ 
kerage concern 
quotes the follow­ 
ing from one of its Indiana cus­ 
tomers for the benefit of its read­ 
ers: 
“ I 
find that cranks, bankrupts, 
dishonest and disappointed men are 
mainly silverites." 
This circular asserts not only that 
the free coinage of silver would re­ 
duce wages and salaries one-half, 
but that it would injure the farmer, 
who “ would 
be compelled to a c­ 
cept 50-cent dollars for their pro­ 
duce." 
This IS an absurdity 
that not 
even the writer of a goldbug circular 
could explain away. 
It means that 
the farmer would both profit and 
lose by the change. 
If it is true 
that the free coinage of silver would 
mean a 50-cent dollar, the farmer 
would receive just twice as many as 
he does now for his crop. 
In other 
words he would only have to raise 
half as many bushels to make as 
much as he does now. 
Hence he 
wo uld be a g ainer to the extent of 
half bis cro p, o r do uble its present 
price. 
But with a 50 cent dollar 
he co uld o nly buy half what 
he can 
no w o f o ther co mmo dities.

1 rein ember predicting three years 
ag o that Gen. von Haoseler was des­ 
tined to become the most impor­ 
tant military personag e in the Ger­ 
man empire next to William himself. 
The prophecy has been fulfilled. For, 
since that time, he has been raised 
to the rank of a count, has been pro­ 
moted to inspector-g eneral of the 
fiftli inspection of the army, which is 
equivalent to g iving him military 
control 
of 
tlie 
entire western 
frontier, as well as the chief com­ 
mand of those two g reat armies 
wliieli in the event of a war with 
France would be the first to en- 
counter the enemy and cither to in­ 
vade or elsd to resist invasion. 
The 
apixfintment lias excited much at­ 
tention both at home and abroad,
